UNVEILING OF LEE'S MONUMENRT.

Jmmense Outpouring of the People of the
Old and New Sonth.

ANDERSOX THE ORATOR OF THE DAY

Ricamoxp, May 29.—The feeling here
to-day is well ilinstrated by the faet that
some one climbed up the statue of George
Washingtop, In the State House grouads,
this morniog and put Coufederate flags in
the hands of the figure.

Beveral protesis have been entered agaiost
leaving the flags there, but the nuthorities
ralused to take them down. Several other
evidences of intense feeling nre visible, but
only in spote. The Evening »States has:

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THE LEE MONUMENT.

The streets of the city had been decorated
very elaborately and taste ully for the ocen-
sion. From all the business buildines were
swung streamers in which the colors of the
Canfederacy blended with the national em-
blem. The State colors of Maryiand and
Virginia were liberally displayed. On
many buildings portraits of the leaders of
the lost cause, wreathed in laurel, were
prominently displayed. On some of the
buildings were bung battle flags, tatterca
apd worn, and as the veterans passed be-
nesth them on theirway to the place of as-
semblage, they broke forth into hearty
eheere. : .

THE GREAT PARADE.,

Noon was the hour fixed tor the procession
to move. Loung before that time most of the
militia companies and civil sovcieties had
formed in the places sliotted to them, and
the chief marshal’s aids were galloping
backward and forward, bringing to head-
quarters vews of the formation. It was
mearly 12:30 o’clock when word was brought
to Chief Marsbal Lee that the parade was
ready to move. Turning to his marstals, he

ve the cornmand to move, and the head of
the procession moved down Broad street.
As the veteran cavalry pnssed, the volun-
teer troops—infantry, artillery and eavalry
~—fell into line behind them, followed by the
Farmers' Alliunce. The State troops were
arranged in the order of secession of the
Southern States, Sooth Carolina being in
the lead, and Virginia bringing up the rear.

Each of the Siate contingents carried a
distinctive beoner. These banners were
furuished by the lorsl commitiee, and they
furnished the identification of each State
delegation, Of far more interest to tha
throng that filled the streets and looked
down uwpon the procession from windows
und house tops, were the tattered and smoke-
begrimed war flags, carried by the veterans,
Waving bandkerchiefs and cheers from
thoussnds of throats greeted them as they
passed.

At the head of the procession rode ex-
Governor Lee, mounted on a wpiritad iron-
gray horse. In the first carriage were Goy-
ernor MeKinney, Colonel Archer Ander-
son, the orator of the day; Geperal Jubal
A. Enrly and General Joseph E. Johnston,
In uther carriages were Caplain R, E. Lee,
General W, H. F. Les, Custis Lee, Miss
Mildred Lee, Miss Mary Lee, Governor
Fileming, of West Virginia; Senstor
Rengun, of Texas, ex-Postmaster General of
the Confederacy, and General H. H.
Walker, of Morristown, N. J.

THE OLD FAMILIAR TUNE.

As the leading carringe passed down
Broad street, it was greeted with wild dem-
ongtrations by the emormouscrowd. Fair
hands flung roses from the windows, ban-
ners were torn from the fronts of buildings
snd tessed high intothe air, ana as the band
struck up the familisr air of “Dixie,” tears
coursed down furrowed cheeks, The pssssge
of the rmeuionn! column through the
principal streets of the city was a continued
ovation, and its progress was much impeded
by the erowd that filled the steet, and when
it arrived st the monument an enormous
erawd was in waiting there. A large stand
in frout of the monument had been reserved
for the distinguished pguests, the orator of
the day and Indics. It was well filled when
the procession arrived, and ex-Governor Lee
dismonnted and offered his arm to General
Johnston to escort him to the seat reserved
for him,

When the organization was complete and
something like quiet could be had, Gov-
ernor Melinuey, as President of the Lee
Mouument Association, srose and ealled
the assemblsge to order, Alter a brief in-
vocation by Rev, Charles Minnigerode, of
the Episcopal Chureh, Governor McKinney
introduced General Early as chairman of
the meeting. He wan greeted with pro-
longed applause nnd cheering, Taking the
gavel from Governor McKinney's d,
General Early snnounced in a few well-
chesen words the orator of the oceasion,
Colonel Archer Anderson, who, in the
course of his sddress, spoke as follows:

THE STATUE UNVEILED.

Every point in Colonel Apderson's ad-
dress was greeted with warm applause, snd
several times he was obliged to suspend his
remarks, while the erowd cheered again and
again. At the conclusion of hia address, a
wave of applause swept over the crowd and
rippled ont again and pgain, until hands
were tired and throats were hoarse.

Wheo comparative silence had been re-
stored, Genera] Joseph E. Johoston arose
from his seat behind the orators’ stand and,
leaving the platform, walked toward the
wonument, On either side walked a vel-
eran ex-Confederate from the Soldiers’
Home—Joseph Marion White and J. J.
O'Neil. His progress was grested with
eontinuous cheering. Reaching the foot of
the monumeot, Genersl Johnston took in
his hand the end of the long rope which
held the great white veil about the statue,
A gentle pressure, and the veil parted, and
falling on either aide disclosed the besuti-
ful outlines of the statue. Asthey came
into view a shout went up from the assem-
blage, in volume so great that it almost
drowned the boom of the cannon.

fn a moment the whole assemblage had
broken from the ranks and was flocking
about the base of the statue, cheering and
tossing hats, canes, ete., into the air. The
crowd on the platiorm responded with cheers
and waving of handkerchiels and flags, It
was & long time before the crowd iluie&ed
down and Governor McKinney and other
distinguished people on the platform had
an opportunity to regain their seats in the
carriages which were to bear them back to
the eity.

AS HE WAS AT GETTYSBURG.

The seulptor, M. Mercie, of Paris, who
hos immortalized Lee in bronse, is a French-
man, who in early life gave evidence of
great ability, He was scarce 20 years of
age when he was decorated at Rome. His
famous works adorn the streets of Paris and
the halls of the Luxembourg Palace. He
has given to the world the picture of Lee as
he appeared upon the battlefield of Gettys-
burg. His face is calm and mmjestic, but
tull of power, The horse which he bestrides
hus all four feet on the ground, yet he ap-
pears as in the act of walking. A forefoot
is planted in advance while the hind foot on
the same side seems abont to follow.

The head is shightly bent to the side,
while the tail [zlls gracefully clear of the
flanks. General Lee's dress ischaracter-
istically plain. He is girt with a sash
which presumably hides & belt from which
hangs the sword of & commander of cavalry.
He is without epaulettes, but upon the fore-
arm of the coal sleeve is an ornament in
brosd braid. His bat is crushed in his
right haud, while he holds the reins in the
leit. The feet are well tipped in the stir-
rups, the right foot being shghtly in ad-
vance of the left.
